NEWINGTON, CT, March 22™, 2002 — The ARRL has asked 
the FCC to elirinate the 80, 40 and 15-reter Novice/ 
Tecnidan Plus CW subbards as such and reuse that spectrum 
in part to expand the phore allocations on 80 and 40 rreters 
Ina Petition for Rule Making filed today, the League requests 
that the FCC revise its Amateur Service rules in accordarre with the 
modified Novice band "refanving" scherre the ARRL Board of Directors 
Okayed inj anuary. The Petition, which indudes sorre additional, lower- 
profile requests, has not yet been put on public notice for conrrert. 


"ARRL suggest that it is ugert that the Conmission consider revisons to 
operating privileges in the Armateur Service," the League said inits 
Petition. "The opportunity to eliminate the Novice and Tecnidar-Plus 
telegraphy subbands ard the reapportionrert of those ineffidertly 
deployed segrrerts will allow alleviation of sgnificant, sorretires 
itical, overcrowding in the popuar Amateur HF allocations." 


The ARRL also cted "substartial advancerrerts in the use of digital 
techniques’ in the HF bands — suchas PSK31 — to bolster its assertion 
that a refarming plan for the underuilized Novice HF subbands "camot 
wait longer and must proceed now." The Novice refarming plan adopted 
by the ARRL Board of Directors was based on the recomendations of 
the ARRL Novice Spectrum Study Connittee following a survey of the 
amateur community last year. 


In the wake of the FCC's 2000 restructuring of arrateur licerging, the 
qurrert Novice/ Tech Plus CW bands cortinue to be sparsely occupied, 
the ARRL poirted ous wrile other arrateur HF segrrerts are severely 
overcrowded. "ARRL views this 'refarming' proceeding as urgert and 
critical," the League said. Under the proposal, no operator dass woud 
lose privileges, and most woud gain 

If the FCC approves the plan, currert Novice and Tedmnidan Plus (ie, 
Tednidan with Herrert 1 credit) licensees woud be pernitted to 
operate on the 80, 40, 15 and 10-rreter General-dass CW allocations 
at up to 200-W ouput For General and higher dass operators, the 
ARRL warts the FCC to inplerrert changes in the 80, 40 and 15-reter 
"phone" bands 

On 80 meters (3500-4000 kHz), phone privileges would begin at 3725 kHz for Extra, 


at 3750 kHz for Advanced and 3800 for General. That's an additional 25 kHz for 
Extra and Advanced operators and another 50 kHz for Generals. 


On 40 meters (7000-7300 kHz), phone privileges would begin at 7125 kHz for 
Advanced and Extra and at 7175 kHz for General. That's an additional 25 kHz for 
Extra and Advanced operators and another 50 kHz for Generals. 


On 15 meters (21,000-21,450 kHz), phone privileges would begin at 21,200 kHz for 
Extra, at 21,225 kHz for Advanced and at 21,275 kHz for General. That represents 
no change for Extra and Advanced operators but means another 25 kHz for 
Generals. 


On 10 meters, the ARRL has recommended no changes other than to accommodate 
CW, RTTY and data by Novice and Tech Plus licensees over the 28,000-28,300 kHz 
segment. 

"While there are various specfic corfiguration options for the refarrred 
bands, ARRL's survey supports the proposal contained herein, and in fact 
could support even greater expansion of the telephony suobands than is 
proposed herein with respect to the 80 and 15 rreter segrrerts," the 
ARRL said inits Petition. However, the ARRL urged the FCC to carefully 
balance the desire for nore phone spedrumin the affected bands 
against "the inportart goal" of encouraging further developrrent of 
narrow band data modes in the CW segrrerts. "ARRL believes that the 
configuration proposed herein reaches the right balance," the League 
suggested.
